latum. 
Tin 'arm consists of about 

three hundred acres, in a high skat 

cultivation. Outs about three hundred 
tons of hay annually. 

We nexl r»mr to a large dairy farm 

owned by Mr. Smith. There was a 

aghty or one hundred cows 

rig in (tie pastures It was a 

splendid wight. They supply the eitv 

with milk. Tho farm contains about 



five hundred acres of nice grass land, 
which is free from stones. It requires 
almost an army of servants to do the 
work. There were many objects of 
interest which I would like to mention, 
but cannot. The principal business 
is the lumber trade. There is a dam 
on the upper river which helps to roll 
down iui immense number of logs to 
the mills below. Many men have made 
their fortunes there, and count their 
money by millions. 

Bangor is, next to Chicago, the 
largest lumber market in the world.

Open Letter to Prof. Faj . 

Philadelphia, October 3 r 1887. 

Prof. E. A. Fay, Editor American 

Annate of the Deaf; 

Dear Sir: — Your criticism, in this 
months issue of the Annals, of my pa- 
per on the Intermarriage, of the Deaf, 
has heen placed before me. It ia im- 
possible for me, or my friends who 
have read your comments, to give you 
credit for calm, unbiassed confederation 
of my argument, seeing that you have 
wholly omitted to speak a word in 
commendation of my efforts, whil 
your consideration, you have &p 
no pains to place in as comprising 
light as possible, statements that are 
capable of a much fairer interpreta- 
tion. 

After making all due allowance for 
natural irritation at the statements I 
have made, owing to your close friend 
ship and otherwise intimate relai 
with persons who have married the 
deaf, I still find much to complain of 
in your treatment of myself and the 
theory I advocate. 

Mr. Job Williams, Principal of the 
American Asylum for the Deaf, rinds 
much to commend, so he says, in mv 
argument, while he has not a word in 
condemnation. You cannot fail to 
note here, Uien, tbet to permit your 
criticism to go unchallenged would be 
to proclaim nothing less than a para- 
dox. Lest you may fear partiality in 
my favor on the part of Mr. Williams, 
(I can by no possibility account tot 
it, if there is any) I subjoin an extract 
from* a letter received from a young 
deaf woman this very day, within u 
few hours previous to the reoeipl 
the Annals. This young woman 
sesses the advantage of a high m 
position, and is in all respects qualified 
to mingle quite freely with hearing 
people. Moreover, she is, as yet, quite 
free from all desire to meet 
mingle with deaf people; in fact, I am 
the only deaf person she is acquaint* >d 
with, although she can now, if to< 
desires it, become acquainted with 
scores of people similarly situated M 
herself. 

Setting aside the very flattering al- 
lusion given of the quality of the liter- 
ary part, I would like to call your at 
tention to the kind manner in which 
she and her friends have criticised my 
work. In their own words, they call 
it a "sensible and fair argument/' but 
let me quote verbatim: "1 have just 
finished reading a criticism passed on 
your book by a friend of mine, who is 
quite abrilliant writer, at least I think 
so. She says: 'lam exceedingly p 
ed with it, it is logical, reasonable, 
truthful and intellectual, and the 
theory seems to me to be sensible and 
fair. The writer, I should say, was 
both intellectual and scholarly, with 
large and broad sympathies, and as 
much heart as head/" Now, how d 
this fit in with the view you 
taken of the matter? It is clear that 
my young deaf correspondent and her 
friend do not feel that I have iusulted 
deaf women in portraying the omnipo- 
tence of the power of sympathy, 
showing how hard, aye how impossible 
it is to sustain the bond of an un 
pathetic .life, when mayhap a more 
existence offers. I am not speak- 
ing of the individual deaf women, I 
only write of the frailty of the human 
heart. The question of virtue (which 
you seem to have laid great stress up- 
on) is not at issue st all. Boms 
men have been compelled by a strong 
love and sympathy to part from 1ms 
bands, who have been ever faithful 
and true to them, yet no one quest 
the virtue that was in these won 
they simply lacked stoicism to suiTer, 
they did not lack virtue. 

Ask ninety nine deaf-mutes out of 
every hundred to give yon the n 
for their choice of deaf mute partners 
in marriage, and you will find the 
answer to be about the same in every 
instance, to wit: they placed more 
faith, and felt more secure in their 
wives' affection, than they would fa 
the wives could hear. Now what 
this indicate? Does it not show 
that some hearing men may su* 
in alienating their wives' love from 
them? If so, then the logical deduc- 
tion would be, that precisely the same 
condition would hold in the case of a 
deaf-mute woman married to a hear- 
ing man. So much for your strie 
that I have insulted deaf women. 

In regards to your suspicion that I 
have willfully misinterpreted Prof. 
Bell, 1 have to say that the insinuation 
is unworthy of you, unworthy of the 
editor of the Annals. 

The qualifying clause fan Dr. Bell's 
Memoir upon the Formation of a Deaf 
Variety of the Human Race, (Note 
that word Variety in the title, and 
candidly tell me if yon do not think 
that even that one word indicates the 
scope and the purpose of the man — all 
surface-— more question oi breed, a 
scientific hobby — icy, cold and urn 
pathetic I), you speak of, onlv relates 
to a general law, embracing 'all deaf- 
mutes in its section, a measure w 
he (Dr. Bell), afler due consideration 
deems to be impossible to carry out 
lie, however, and f here I quote him 
correctly, says i—" Legislation forbid- 
ding the intermarriage of person 
longing to families, containing more 
than one Seal mute would be more 
practicable." (See \\ 40 Memoir 
mote quotation fa my paper p. 38.) 

This suggestion of Professor B< 
remains as printed. There is nothing 
following that in any way qualified. 
It is this particular prohibiting oi 
in Prof. Bell's paper that has ex. 
my indignation, and I took pain 
give it precisely in his own words. 

Another quotation which \ 
called my attention io is: — f * * * * 
In other words. Prof. Bell would ask 
to do what he, as an in 
dual, certainly would not do, (al 
low a son or daughter of his to marry 
a deaf mute)," 



I but simply stated a fact, to have 
done otherwise, would be to make out 
Dr. Brll to be inconsistent, which I 
was not bound to do with his argument 
before me. By the simple act of thus 
refusing to accuse him of ineonsis- 
m the tirst place, I sueeeed final- 
ly in showing his true inconsistency. 

Another assertion, which in your 
"is to lend additional force 
nr suspicions that I am no' enter- 
ing upon the discussion in a spirit of 
candor ami fairness is: — " With the 
advance of education, and a larger 
field to choose from, even the non-con- 
genital deaf mute will dt dine to form 
a union with a congenital deaf mute. 
This deflation is even now being mani- 
fested to a marked degree." 

I fail to see anything objectionable 
in that statement It certainly i: 
catesa higher standard of life for a non- 
congenital deaf-mute to avoid com: 
tal deaf -mutes for partners in mama 

Isn't that Prof. BelT >ry ? 

Does he D s improvement in the 

race? Why was the quotation brought 
out so prominently, I am asked ? I 
do not know, unless it be ey a 

suspicion that I was nn ; Ying 

the matter at hap hazard. .Juni the 
contrary is the case. The fact is, I 
put the question to any number of 
DOtt-oongenital deaf people as to whe- 
ther they would or could marry a per- 
son born deaf. The answer in every 
case was in the negative, and so sharp 
and decided as to leave no room for 
doubt as to the force of the feeling.
